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PRECEDENT AND REASSURING NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES THAT THEY 
WOULD NOT BE ABANDONED IN THE EVENT OE AN ATTACK OR PRESSURE 
EROM THE NEW SOVIET-CUBAN BEACHHEAD, EDITORIAL GOES ON TO 
INTERPRET THIS AS US ACCEPTANCE OE THE AEEAIR AS SETTLED. 

IN EEEECT THIS MEANS THE WORLD'S GREATEST DEMOCRACY IS BOWING 
BEFORE THESOVIET "COUP DE EORCE" IN ANGOLA. 

2. EDITORIAL GOES ON TO COMMENT THAT AFTER RECOGNIZING 
THIS IMPOTENCE, THE US ATTEMPT TO REASSURE NEIGHBORING 
COUNTRIES LACK CONVICTION FOR AFRICANS WHO SUDDENLY FEEL 
"A CHILL ON THEIR NECK ". FOR AFRICANS, VIETNAM WITH ITS 

FIRE AND ITS BLOOD "WAS NOT OUR PROBLEM, WE THOUGHT NAIVELY. 

IT WAS FAR AWAY IN THE ASIAN JUNGLES. SUDDENLY THE COLD 
WAR BREAKS IN UPON US AND TROUBLES OUR OWN TRANQUILITY. 
ABSORBED IN THE PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPMENT SUCH AS FOOD, HEALTH, 
LODGING AND EDUCATION, WILL AFRICAN LEADERS FIND THE TIME TO 
EXAMINE CLOSELY THE THREATS WHICH LOOMAND TO PRESERVE 
US FROM THEM." 

3. EDITORIAL GOES ON TO SAY THAT WHAT IS HAPPENING IN ANGOLA 
IS GRAVE. A FRACTION OF THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE UNDER THE SWAY OF 
LEADERS COMMITTED TO A FOREIGN IDEOLOGY IS IMPOSING ITS LAW 
ON THE REMAINDER OF THE PEOPLE BY FORCE OF SOVIET ARMS AND 
10,000 CUBAN SOLDIERS. EDITORIAL COMMENTS THAT THIS FOREIGN 
INTERFERENCE WOULD BE EQUALLY TO BE CONDEMNED WERE IT TO HAVE 
COME FROM THE AMERICAN SIDE INSTEAD OF THE SOVIET SINCE IN 
EITHER CASE IT IS CONTRARY TO THE AFRICAN SPIRIT. 

4. EDITORIAL CONCLUDES THAT "WITHOUT ELECTIONS, WITHOUT 
REFERENDUM, WE ARE IMPOTENTLY LETTING THE IRON CURTAIN FALL 
ON ANGOLA." THIS IS A SHAME FOR AFRICA AND WE SHOULDNOT 

BE AFRAID TO SAY SO. THE ONLY CHANCE FOR AFRICA IS THE 
PATH OF NEUTRALITY AND TOLERANCE ADVOCATED BY PRESIDENT 
HOUPHOUET-BOIGNY. SMITH 
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
